This organization for both 
boys and girls from J5-1S has 
now formed its own club and 
executive council. The group's 
official name is the Candystrip- 
era.

All Year Program
These boys and girls work not 

only in the summer but also 
during the school year. They 
n.re required to work a mini­ 
mum of four hours a week and 
many do this after school or on 
Saturday*.

They make thrir own uni­ 
forms which are red and white 
striped jumpers and white 
blouses for the girls, and red 
and white striped shirts and 
whitp pants for the boys.

Youngsters are allowed to 
work in any part of thr hospital 
with the exception of the TR 
ward.*. Many of I hem work in 
pediatrics after their sixteenth 
birthday.

The teenagers are really doing 
something for their town and 
their country. They are also 
getting invaluable training and 
experience.

Many of these teenagers de­ 
cide to become doctors or nurses 
or go into other aspects of hos­ 
pital work.

The Candystripers are one of 
the effective forces working for 
juvenile decency instead of de­ 
linquency.
